the jury necepted this version of the cese
and on that theory rendored thelr vordiot,
which was not a sarprise to most of those
who followsd the case to the end.

While ber yeurs of
active service for olhers number more
than balf & century, yel her golog from
us seems premature and it was with pro-
found sorrow we learned that she had
passed away forever from oor sight, and
that we should never mgain, in this
world, look upon the kind fuce and wel-
come smile of our frlend of many years,
Mrs. Carson pussed away aboul two
o'clock Monday morning, May 25, 1014,
at ber home lo West Hickory, Pa.

Carrle Hood Carson was born in Tio-
onosta, June 21, 1856, Bhe was the eldest
of seven ohildren born to Willlam and
Murtha Walters Hood, estesmed residonts
of Tionests, She was educsted in the
publio sehoals of this placs and ber keen
intellect wan fitted in a special way for
the many avenues of seryice for humanity
sho was called upon 10 enter in Ister
Years,

On Octlober 8, 15874, she became the
wife of James Gulllen Carson of Tio-
nesta.  This proved & happy unlon and
the home of this well-msted couple be-
camo the conter of attiactl ‘n for a large
olrele of friends and a place whera hos-
pitality was unstinted and a cordinl wel-
coma extended 4o all by the compan-
fonable host and hostess, To them were
barn four sons and two danghters, all of
whom grew to mashood aod womnanhood;
Willlam Washington of Nelson, Britsh
Columbin; James Harvey of Okanagan,
B, C.; Charles Fraderick of Brownsville,
Pa; Amon Hood of West Hickory, Pag
Murthn Jossphine, wife of John F.
Sheasley of Kittannivg, Pa., and Nellle,
wifeof Willlam Nourse of Brownsvilla.

portant position on the execulive com-
mittes of the county W, C. T, U, jor many
years, She was intensely patriotio, belog
descended from the woll known Hasson
family, early settlers of Venaugo county,
who figured in the Rovolutionary contlict
In '70. She was a charter member of the
Woman's Raelief Corps of Tionesta aod
remained an wctive member till ¢ dis-
bsnded a few wonthy ago,

But it was in the quist sphere as wife,
mother and daughter, sister snd friend
whare sha found her grestest joy and
where her gentle but powerful laflusncs
wan doeply and constantly felt, Unsel-
fish to n Mult, she ministered toall the
nosdy of the community, sod to win such
love an she won in life, to leave behind
80 dear w memory as she left Is not the
lot of everyone, The good she hns done
~the influence of ber life will be more
lasting than the towerlng oak of the
forest, or the polished block of granite,
Nuddenly, it seoms, Uiis besutiful life s
ended. altbough for somse time her i1l
health bud boen a great anxisty (o her
fmily, Afier a fow dayn' serious (linews
ahe passed into the unseen realm which
ber 1ifu had 50 well tited her to enter,
and the spirit of ane “pure in heart” was
permittad to look wpon the splendors of
the Naw Jerusalam,
